Renovations allowing CTA to add to system’s art eolleetion

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With art by both emerging and interna- 
tionally known artists being added with ev- 
ery major rail station renovation, the CTA 
now has more than 6o pieces of sculpture, 
painting, tile and other artworks around the 
system. Twenty pieces were added just in the 
past four years. 

The CTAhas recently put together photos 
and information about the art in a full-color 
catalog, not for sale but to be made avail- 
able at libraries and aldermanic offices. The 
catalog is also available on the CTA website 
at transitchicago.com/art, so riders curious 
about art at their own stations can look it up, 
and create their own $2.25 moving-museum 
tour. 

“I feel the transit system should reflect 
the community it serves— these pieces of art 
allow us to do that,” CTA President Dorval 
Carter Jr. said. “If I can put a smile in a cus- 
tomer’s face because they see an interesting 
and whimsical piece of art, or an interesting 
sculpture in addition to getting to work or 
school, it’s a positive for the CTA.” 

The art is paid for through the Federal 
Transit Administration’s Transit Enhance- 
ment funds, designated for public art, land- 
scaping and bike parking. It’s a relatively 
small part of the renovation cost— the larg- 
est project in the system’s history will be a 
$1.3 million piece by Chicago artist Theaster 
Gates at 95th Street on the Red Line, but 
that’s out of a $280 million reconstruction 
bill. Other installations have ranged between 
about $70,000 and $90,000. 

The system’s art collection will con- 
tinue to expand in coming years to include 
17 new works, with plans for art at about 
10 rail stations and a bus terminal, as well as 
installations already underway at the Red 


Line’s 95th Street and Wilson stations, the 
Blue Line’s Western and Damen stations, 
and downtown at WashingtonAJFabash and 
Union Station. 

Other transit systems also use art— New 
York City has hundreds of pieces. Carter 
hopes that with the CTA’s new emphasis on 
art as it renovates stations, it will be near the 
top for public art in the country 

For artists, it’s a way to get the kind of ex- 
posure they could not get in a gaUery or even 
a museum, said Lynn Basa, whose “Cornuco- 
pia” was created for the Argyle station in 2014. 
It gives her a thriU to look at commuters look- 
ing at her art, intended to reflect the different 
ethnic communities in the neighborhood. 

“Philosophically I really like having art 
out where people can see it,” Basa said. ‘Art

‘Art is about taking a public space and 
making it the communal space it can be,” 
said Mayor Emanuel, who had advocated for 
adding art to CTA stations. “It’s more than a 
walk-through.” 

Artists are picked from multiple appli- 
cants, and they have to work with commu- 
nity members and CTA officials to come up 
with something that suits the neighborhood, 
the budget and the station’s limits. 

Some ideas had to be scaled back. Artist 
Patrick McGee wanted to replace Califor- 
nia Blue Line shelter roofs with glass, but it 
would have gone over budget and changed 
the station’s character. So McGee instead 
designed a water lily inspired by the blooms 
in the Humboldt Park lagoon, to go on the 
ceiling in a complex pattern of white, blue 
and yellow resin tiles. 

For his designs on glass at 47th Street on 
the Red Line, Andrew Hall used symbols of 
the Bronzeville and Back of the Yards neigh- 
borhoods— the Union Stock Aards gate, 
figures representing the African-American 
Great Migration, portraits of Chicagoans 
like Gwendolyn Brooks and a guitar for 
bluesman Muddy Waters. 

‘A lot of the artists tell the narrative of that 
neighborhood— as it was, as it is and where 
it’s going,” Emanuel said. 

Carter said art fosters regard for the sta- 
tion, which in turn helps the CTA. He said 
the 1 8th Street station in Pilsen on the Pink 
Line used to have a serious graffiti problem 
until the addition of painted Mexican heri- 
tage murals in 1998. 

“The art piece was so respected by the 
community that they didn’t graffiti it,” Cart- 
er said. “It has withstood the test of time.”

When it comes to banning books, nothing is 
sacred. 

The American Library Association has 
released its list of the Top lo most banned or 
challenged books of 2015, and among all the 
usual suspects, there’s an unexpected best- 
seller: the Bible. 

The text that is considered holy by hun- 
dreds of millions of people worldwide made 
the list at No. 6, in between Mark Haddon’s 
novel “The Curious Incident of the Dog 
in the NightTime” and Alison Bechdel’s 
graphic memoir “Fun Home.” 

The list is dominated by books that are 
open about sex and gender. Those that are 
positive reflections of homosexuality and 


same-sex relationships are very frequently 
challenged. 

This year, James LaRue, director of the 
association’s Office for Intellectual Freedom, 
told the Associated Press that the Bible has 
drawn complaints for different reasons. “You 
have people who feel that if a school library 
buys a copy of the Bible, it’s a violation of 
church and state,” he said, noting that the 
association does not oppose the Bible’s pres- 
ence in public schools or libraries. 

‘And sometimes there’s a retaliatory ac- 
tion, where a religious group has objected to 
a book and a parent might respond by object- 
ing to the Bible,” LaRue added. 

The No. I spot on the list went to John 
Green’s young adult novel “Looking for 


Alaska,” which drew complaints for profanity 
and for being “sexually explicit.” The book 
also made the list in 2012 and 2013. 

Green’s book was followed by another pe- 
rennial target of would-be book banners: E.L. 
James’ bondage erotica novel “Fifty Shades 
of Grey” which was challenged for its sexual 
content and over “concerns that a group of 
teenagers will want to try it.” 

Books that deal with LGBT subjects 
frequently make appearances on the associa- 
tion’s lists, and this year is no exception. 

The No. 3 book on the list was the chil- 
dren’s book “I Am Jazz” by Jessica Herthel 
and Jazz Jennings. The story is based on the 
life story of Jennings, the 15-year-old Y)uTube 
star, who is a transgender girl. 


Other LGBT-themed books making the 
list were “Beyond Magenta: Transgender 
Teens Speak Out” by Susan Kuklin at No. 4 
and “Two Boys Kissing” by David Levithan 
at No. 10. 

The association doesn’t claim that its lists 
of challenged books are comprehensive, 
estimating “that for every reported chal- 
lenge, four or five remain unreported” by the 
media. 

“[Tlhe Top Ten Most Frequently Chal- 
lenged Books list should be seen as a snap- 
shot of the reports [the Office for Intellec- 
tual Freedom] receives and not an exhaustive 
report,” the group’s website notes. “ISjurveys 
indicate up to 85% of book challenges receive 
no media attention and remain unreported.”
